He did not bring them to their lofſe and gricfe, by 
hipwrack as he d1d others, burto their greatioy, in 
ſaving them from ſhipwrack : for our men were in 
dangerof ſhipwrack, threedaics before they came 
to the fight of chaſe Ilands: I meane our men that 
were bound for Y irginia;in a Shipcalled the Sea-ven- 
ture, with $*. 7 homas Gates, S*, George Summers, and 
GE Newpert,had their ſhip ſo ſhaken and torn 
wich acrucll tempeſt, as ſherecetacd ſo much water 
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| as coucredewo tire of Hogſheads, abouc the ballaſt, 
ſoas men ſtood vp tothe midd!es with buckets and 
| kettles to baile our water, & continually pumped for 
|  threedaicsandthreenightsrogether, che water not- 
| withſtanding increaſing vpon them, andthey ſo ti- | 
| red andout of hope, asthey reſolued to ſhut vp the 
| Hatches, and commit themſelues to the mcrcy | 
of God. Some of them that had comfortable 
waters fercht them our,and dranke cne toan other, 
takingthcir laſt leauc one of an other, varill their 
| more ioyfull and happy meeting in Hceauen. 
| Then SirGeorge Summers litting ypon the poope 
of the ſhippe , where he far threedaics and three 
nights without mear, couming the ſhip to keepe her 
as vpright as he could, did deſcry land,and called vp- 
on the people to follow their pumping and bailing

fing,and the (hip readyro finkeinto the bottome of

Then Almighty God, who is alwaics at hand rey. 
dy to helpe in time of neede, did ſhew his mercy qd 
power,in cauſing the Seato be calme,and in keeping 
the ſhippe from finking,and in leading her lately ro a 
ſzfe place, where he lodged her faſt, betweene ewo 
rockes, ſo faſt as ſhee could not Rirre : then the peg 
ple with ioyfull hcarts, praiſingGod went fafely to 
ſhore, and ſaued much of their goods, andcontinued 
aboue nine moneths,ycry comfortably,notwithſtan. 
ding that their proviſion of mcate, wavſpoiled with 
che fa't water, God did feede them plenteouſly wich 
Hogges, Fiſh, Fowles, and other his goodcreatures, 
anddid multiplie them : forgin that time, therewere 
ewo children borne and baptized;the one which was 
a boy they called Barmndas , the other which was a 
girlc they called Barwwda. Allo they builded thertt a 
thippe which they called the Deliverance, anda Put. 
nas which they called che Patience, and ſo departed 
from thele Ilands lafcly and comfortably on the 
renth of May 1610. with good ſore of Hogges 
fleſh poudred,tocarry with them to Firginia. + 

The cleaventh of 7«ly 1612.Maſter Richard Moore 
now Deputy Gouecrnour, ariued fafelv,and with him 
about 50. ſoules, men, weomen, andchileren, to in- 
habirc theſe 1lands, and ſince that time (by the mer- 
cy of God) divers other ſhippes our of Exeland have 
arrived fately with good fupplics : therefore [ct nor 
the report that hath gone of theſe [Jands diſcourage 
any of the people of England from comming hi 


ther, 
Neither 
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Neither ler the feare of forraine invaſion diſcon- 
rageanie. For; as I am perſwaded, and haue heard 
Marriners, that haue travelled farrefay , the like I- 
Jands are not to be found in the world, where men 
may dwell ſoſafe from forraine inuafion , becauſe 
God hath ſo compaſled them about with fearefull 
rockes, 2s ſhippesare norableto come neere, bur in 
ryo Channels, that leade into two goodly and iarge 
harbours'; the oneat a place calfed the Gurnats head, 
the otherataplace called Dazies Poiny. 

The Channels are fo narrow and curious, as ſhips | 
muſt comein very leafurely, one after another, ſoas | 
che forts on both ſides the channels may {inke ther | 
with caſe, by the helpe of God, 

Asi hath pleaſed God, ( for the fafety of thoſe I- 
lands) intheir firſt creation, co inviron them about 
wich fearefullrocks : ſo now in their firſt plantation, 
ic hathpleaſed his holy mariefty, to putinto the heare 
ef M*® Moore, now depntyGotternour, ro fortific 
| them within,ſo as in the tudgement of man, they are 
|  ingincible. 
| At the Gurnats head hehath'builtthreeforrs, and 
| anted them with great peeces, andmento defend 
them; andat Devices Pornt he hath boilded two forts, 
and planted them with grearpecces and mer! ro' de- 
fend them. He hath alſo buile diners other forrs to 
keepe long boaresfromlanding,and rocleerrhe hat- 
bours, if ſhips ſhovld come in, 

If long boates ſhould veature toland any there, 
chey will be butas mencaſt away, becanſe ſhips'can 
norcome necte —_ or helpcany waic:therefore 
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!etnatfeare of for;aigne invaliongkeepe any from 
comming hither. 

There is great hopethat (bythe bleſſingof God) 
mcn may intimeliue very comfortably heere, and 
grow rich ifthey will prouide fcedes of Indico, &Cc. 
and plants of currants, figges,raiſons, muiberry-rrees 
for the {ilk-worms,& viacs,that they may haue wine 
for their owne' drinking: I ſay for tacir owne drin- 
king, becauſe wine conlideriag the leakeage,trouble, 
and charge wil be one of the lcaſt commodities theſe 
Lands w» Ul afoord, 

For the preſcnt, Tebacco is the beft.commodi-. 
tic. | 
Ard for vituals, if zen haue boates, ncts, lines, 
hookes,and ſtrikingirons, they may have good fiſh 
at all times; as Rocks, Angell-fh Hogge-fiſh,Amber- 
fb, Catle-pſb, Pilat-fiſh, Hedgebog-fiſh, Canny fiſh,01d- 
Wines,  Stngraics, Snappers, Faopers, Cawallies, Mare 
rates, Aullts, Mackerels Filcher;,Br eames, Lobſlars, 
Tertles ſoyrkes, 6. 

Alſo hcere arc Ecles in freſh water ponds. Riuers. 
here.are none,bur ponds and welles of very good 
and hollpmec warcr, and a water deſcending from an 
hill, wh ch flowethand cbberh with the Sea, and 
yerdrinketh alwaies ſweere, like milke. 

Here is aiſo plenty of Sea-foules, at onetime of 
the ycerez as about the muddle of 0fober: Birds 
which wee call Cabauze, and P izmiicors come in.

Hogges.were manic, but now are brougbttoa ſmall 
number. | 

The Calucs and Lambes that we brought out of 
England,did prolper exceedingly, till che hunters mer 
with hem. 

The Cocks and Hennes wee brougt with vs, doc 
proſper and increale much, and are a great comfort 
Vato vs. 

And now that we haue found oat the right ſeaſons 
of the yeere to ler Corne, we are like (by the blefſing 
| ef God) to haue plenty of this countrey wheate, 
which is very good, largeand faire, and more hear- 
ty and ſtrongthenour Englith wheate. 

Youngchildrcn doerhriue and grow vp exceeding 
well, the climate is ſo remperate and agreeable to 
our Engliſh conſtitutions, 

The Aire is very holſome,and not ſubict ro ſuch 
contagious infeftiens as it is in England. 

The longeſt day in the yeere is fowerteene how- 
ers, and the horteſttenne from: ſan ro ſun, When 
it is noone in Exgland, it izaboutcight of the clockin 


the morning with vs, 
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| Theſcalons of the yeere are two; 2 hat ſeaſon, that 
beginneth about the midle of CAſaic,and contiaueth 
till the middeſt of Auguſt : all the reſt of the yeere is 
as a continuall ſpring. 
Thehcatc of Summer is aqt ſocxſtreame, but it 
may be well endared. 
Freſh gales of Wind we have cucry daie. 
The greaceſt annoianceare flics, for two moneths 
and a halfe : they are a;moſt as buſte ia England. 
Long and drizling raine is {cldome fcene, but 
great ſhawers with great droppes very often. 
Thunderandlightning, do no ſuch hurt here as in 


England. 

Snow,haile,froſt, thick and foggic miſtes we hays 
none. 

The night is lighter and moze comfortable heere 
then in Epzland. 

The birds make a noiſe almoſt all night, bue nog 
with ſuch pleaſant tunes as the. Larkes, and ather

Heere is no. bird that (ingeth in the daieburthe 
ſparrow, the Robjn-red-breſt, & the Robin-williams,
